MINIATURE  PAINTINGS  BY  ANNE  HALL,  N.A. 

Miss  Anne  Hall  was  a  miniature  painter  well  known  to  an 
earlier  generation  as  one  of  the  ablest  practitioners  of  that  de- 
lightful art,  and  won  the  distinction  of  being  elected  to  member- 
ship of  the  National  Academy  of  Design  in  1833,  being  the  only 
woman  painter  of  her  time  so  honored.  She  was  the  daughter  of 
Jonathan  Hall  of  Pomfret,  Connecticut,  where  she  was  born  in 
1792.  Her  studies  were  carried  on  both  here  and  abroad,  where 
she  traveled  extensively.
